selves to tiny nation, religion, 
01 age: 


Among these there were none more quaint 
and impressive than Sir Thomas Browne : 


To bo gnawed out of our graves, to hflvo 


our skulls ninde into drinking bowls, and our 
bones turned into pipes to delight nnd sport 
ouronemion, are. tragical abominations escap- 
ed in. burning burinls. In carnal sepulture cor- 
ruptions seem peculiar to some parts, and some 
spenk of snakes out of spinal marrow. * * * 
Ho that hath the ashes of his friend hath nu 
mcorrruptiblo treasure. Vi'hcn the fire tfiketh 
leave corruption slowly eiitern. 


In the actual cremation of tho dead we 


have but one link which connects tho pres- 
ent with tho past. It is the burning of the 
body of Shelloy .ind his companion, which 
tho quarantine laws of Italy demanded, and 
wan carried out under thfl instructions of 
Hyron nnd Leigh Hunt.
